Bevers bouſe are two rooms full, 8c, 
When the Lozd Reynard heard this, be pzoceeded to gtbe 
ſentence thus Since the Bever bath tallly belpyed bis 
Netghbeur, and dented bim bts juſt due, he ſþall loſe ali 
bis Fiſh. Then teuching the Dtter be ſatd, ſince be had 
been wzonged, te {þculd have one half of the Fiſh to 
make him reparatton, The Dtter departed well enough 
contented with this ſentence 5 but the Bever was mad 
et beart- This Sencence was as exaltlp eJecuted, as 
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p2oneunced, and the Fox bad as ſurely þad þalf the Fitþ 
fo: bts pains. 

After thts there bappened a great difference between 
certainDaws and Rooks. The cccaſion rgke as tollews. 
Jn an bigh Tower. appertatning to a Country-Town, 
where men fozmerly bad dw2ir, a company cf Daws 
tock up their babiiartons, and {.ad dtoelt ther* ſo long as 
until they became bery num: rs. Rigbt againſt this 
Tower were- planted C:mez, which in irngrb cf time 
were grown up to a bery greac bclghts inthe upper pare 
of thtch at firſt a few, aud afierwards many Rooks butle 
Neſts and ſetled there. Theſe ttws kinds being fo near 
Netghbours, at lengtb grew into acquatntance aud famt-» 
Itartty onie with another: the Rocks pzerending great 
kindneſs to the Datvs, were by them admitted into their 
Youſes, and ſometimes feaſteds the Rooks likewiſe {nbt- 
ted the Daws to them, feaſting them after the ſame man- 
ner. Thts rectpzccal entertatnment continued along time, 
until a ſcarce and hard Seaſon came. Then tbe Kooks 
watching their sppozrumiry, when the old Daws were 
gene fozth , ( fee tr was Spzing-time , and thep bad 
pcung ones) being greatly pzeſſed tuith bunger, agreed 
all regether to gob the Daws, and fearing the notſe of 
the young Daws would bewzap their intentions. tt 
was reſolved among them, firſt to ktll all rbey found itn 
ebery houſe. With this reſolution they all at once flew 
ot, and one 0 tio of them went intv ebery bouſe ana 
flew all rhe yotng cnes, ſome ef which in carrying eut 
they let fall, by reaſen of their baſte 3 but as many as 
thep could toid, they carryed in their own Neſts, and re- 
turned immediately and rock atvay all che Pzoviſtons thep 
could (wbich was not much by reaſcn of the ſcarcity of the 
ttme) and carryed tar home alſo. Then with ſpeedſome 
cf them feb our ro purbey, as atother times, but (by 
reaſonof thetr own bunger) made baſte home. wy thts 
rime were tbe old Daws alſo returned with Pzobiſton 
foe2 thetr Pourig, whom they never moze ſaw alive. 
Thereſe (melitng rhe deceir, ſome of the boldef of them 
flew ober t0 thetr Feighbours » and comiag unawares 


upor 
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vpon them, could caſily ſee the tezn limbs cf their cbildzen. 
@tibers of them fiytng again downwards, eſpted wider 
the Totwwer-wails ſeveral cf ebetr younglings lying dead. 
At this, thep were all ſo much enraged, as tad not ſome 
ot the wiſeſt amung them diſMvaded them fram it, they 
would have ſuddeniy in an boſttle manner aſſatled tbetr 
Enemies. EThberefoze they took up thts re(3luticn, name» 
Iv, that they would complain of thetr Grievances to rhe 
Bing of Beaſts. Sur atfrer tt was tld them that tbe 
King btmſelf would not meddle in 1hetr matters, becatiſe 
be bad deputed bts Couſin Reynard, they all fly to bim, 
and ltgbting cn a Tree nigh ca the place of Judicarure, 
rbey called aloud, Juſttce, Noble Lozd Reynard. Reynard be - 
ing infozmed of thts Cry, immediarely came fo;th, and 
ſitting dawn, ſatd, What ts the matter ? They ſatd, 
py Lo6zd, avenge cur caſe of thoſe perfidicus Kocks 
who have lain our Chilozen, and robbed ts cf all cur ſub- 
ſtance. Torhts the Fox replied, how Lail Jknow your 
cemplainr ts jufi, unieſs J alſo bear thoie that be accuſed ? 
Gt thts, they all flew away hume, and being there, called 
totheir Neighbours the Rocks, tclltng tbey muſt appear 
befoze the Logd R:ynard, Ko this che Rooks anſwered, 
that was no lawful Summins 3 nevertteleſs, they would 
nar ttck to appear, being ſufficlently able to clear them- 
ſelbes. So ſatne of che cldeſt of the Racks flew firſt to 
the Court of Fudjcarure 5 1be Daws ſecing chat, made 
baſte after them. Uhen bcth bad lighted on Trees as 
nearrbe Foxes (ear, as they cculd, the Daws as befuze, 
frbibit thetr c-moilaint» To this the Rooks anſaer, 
PP?
